EARNESTLY HOPES THAT SUCH ACTS OF SAVAGERY WILL STOP IMMEDI- 
ATELY. IT IS THE RIGHT OF THE TURKISH COMMUNITY ON THE ISLAND 
TO BE ABLE TO LIVE IN SECURITY AND FREE FROM ANY DANGER TO 
THEIR LIVES AND PROPERTY.
